That la a matter that 
under ordinary circumstances could be 
readily left to tbe primary eleotloo. It le 
prospective factional troubia that la tta 
cause of Mr. Kochsr's anxiety. By al¬ 
most complete surrender last year to the 
Oolby faction Mr, Koeher waa able to 
preserve an appearance of harmony oo 
tha snrfaoe of Bepobllcan party affairs. 

The Oolby faction waa at the time re¬ 
garded aa a temporary matter that would 
dissolve with the election of Mr. Oolby 
aa State Senator and Republicans would 
reunite oo oommoo grounds. 

That was a delusion. The Oolby move¬ 
ment Is apparently more aggressive this 
year tbaD last and has struck out ou In¬ 
dependent lines In preparing for the 
primary fight, aod Is Ignoring entirely 
tbe long-established and regular Bepub- 
lloau organization of the towq, and of 
which Mr, Koeher Is the head. 

It Is undoubtedly the Intention of the 
Oolbyltes to name State, eounty and 
local tiokets this fall, aod such a plan 
oan only be frustrated at the primary 
election, and It will devolve upon Mr. 

Koeher as heed of tbe Bepubliosn organ¬ 
ization to make more than a passive at¬ 
tempt to do It. 

It la a recognition of the fact that a 
titter contest lo tta Bapubllean ranks 
la Inevitable that Is sawing Mr. Koeher 
and otter organisation man ao muck 
concern. Most of the office-holders 
whose terms expire this year ara nro* 
oguooed Oolby men and innoc 
actively identified with that movement, 
but tbe Oolbyltes do not appear to be In 
a mood to take up with present office¬ 
holders for rsnomfnatlon and new men 
are aspiring sod are being backed for 
nominations If tbe Oolbyltes are success¬ 
ful at the primary election.

There will oo doubt be an Independent 
ticket lo the field aud unsuccessful can¬ 
didates for the Republican party nom¬ 
inations will be strongly tempted to bolt 
the party and line up with the Inde¬ 
pendents. Mr, Kooher sees all these 
unpleasant possibilities ahead and ap¬ 
preciates their effect upon tbe Republi¬ 
can party organisation. 

The outlook la certainly discouraging 
for those Interested In the regular Re¬ 
publican organization. The Oolbyltes 
have practloally served notloe on tha 
regulars that they are through with 
them aa political associates, and if the 
regulars want any recognition In polltioa 
they must fight for it at the prlmartM.
